mated deficit of 4.7 billion dol- 
lars or 1.7 billion dollars more 
than the 3 billions in the red 
forecast in the President's 
budget message in January. 

Despite additional cuts of 
more than 3 billion dollars in 
major national security expendi- 
tures, net budget outlays for 
this year were estimated at 64 
billion dollars against estimated 
revenues of 59.3 billion dollars, 
an interim report by the Treas- 
ury Department and Budget Bu- 
reau said last night. 


Three Billion Defense Cut. 


The January estimates for 
this fiscal year, which began 
July 1, reduced defense expen- 
ditures about four billion. dol- 
lars under the proposed ex- 
penditures for last fiscal year 
which ended June 30. Yester- 
day’s announcement of an addi- 
tional cut of about three billion 
dollars in national security out- 
lays—2.1 billion dollars in the 
Department of Defense and 
$900,000,000 in the mutual mili- 
tary program—brought the 1955 
outlays in this*category to about 
seven billion dollars under what 
President Eisenhower originally 
proposed for fiscal year 1954. 

Actual security expenditures 
reached their peak in fiscal year 
1953, with outlays of 50.3 billion 
dollars. The current estimates 
are 8.4 billion dollars under 
those actual expenditures when 
the Korean war was still going 
on. 

In his January message to 
Congress, President Eisenhower 
counted on “Treastry revenues 
of $65,600,000,000 and net ex- 
penditures of $62,600,000,000. 

Excise Tax Cut Blamed. 


Treasury Secretary Humph- 

rey said last night that. about 
two thirds of the $1,700,000,000 
estimated increase in the budg- 
et deficit to $4,700,000,000 “was 
caused by greater reduction of 
excise taxes by Congress than 
we either recommended or esti- 
mated at the beginning of the 
ear.” 
’ Humphrey recalled that a sim- 
flar estimate was made about 
this time last year and the def- 
icit of $3,800,000,000 forecast 
then was held to three billion 
dollars in the ensuing months. 

“We said a year ago,” he con- 
tinued, “that we were going to 
keep working to get both spend- 
ing and the deficit down. We 
did get them down. We shall 
keep working continuously dur- 
ing the rest of this fiscal year 
to better/ the estimates we are 
presenting today.” 

As distinct from the net def- 
icit, which is a computation of 
the usual governmental revenues 
and expenses, the Budget Bu- 
reau estimated a “consolidated 
cash” deficit of $1,800,000,000 
for this year asecompared with 
an actual “cash” deficit of $200,- 
000,000 for the year just ended. 

The “consolidated” budget 
includes money handled in trust 
funds such as the billions in so- 
cial security payments and dis- 
bursements and inter-govern- 
mental transactions. Econo 
watch these “cash” figures as 
indications of inflation and de- 
flation. The figures for last year 
and this year are small in com- 
parison with the national income 
and personal savings.

The President left on a 70- 
mile drive northwest across the 
Continental Divide to Fraser, 
Colo. There he will be the guest 
of an old Denver friend, Aksel 
Nielsen, at secluded Byers Peak 
Ranch high in the Rockies. 

Mr. Eisenhower got in three 
days of fishing there two weeks 
ago with former President Hoo- 
'ver, but the stay was interes 
by quite a bit of official 
ness. This time, Presidential 
Press Secretary James Hagerty 
said, “there is going to be no 
business if we can help it—it’s 
an all-out vacation.” 

Since he arrived in Colorado, 
Aug. 21, the President has been 
getting in a lot of golf in Den- 
ver during the afternoons, with 
mornings spent at his summer 
White House office at Lowry Air 
Force Base. He has not been 
free to relax completely.

Smyth Quits AEC, Scientist 
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WILLARD F. LIBBY 


Only Commissioner to 
Support Oppenheim- 
er — Willard Frank 
Libby Named. 


DENVER, Sept. 15 (AP)—Dr. 
Henry D. Smyth resigned from 


the Atomic Energy Commission 
today and said the United States 
stockpile of hydrogen and atom- 
ic bombs assures free world re- 
taliation of “overwhelming 
nnn gd against any enemy at- 
tack. 


President Eisenhower “very 
reluctantly” accepted the resig- 
nation of Smyth, who cast the 
only dissenting vote last June 
when the commission refused to 
lift Dr. J. Robert Oppenheim- 
er’s suspension from access to 
secret atomic data. 


The summer White House an- 
nounced Eisenhower is naming 
Willard Frank Libby, 45-year-old 
University of Chicago atomic 
scientist, to succeed Smyth on 
the AEC, effective Sept. 30. 


(A Princeton spokesman said 
today Smyth has accepted the 
newly created post of chairman 
of the board of scientific and 
engineering research at the uni- 
versity.) 

In resigning, Smyth wrote 
Mr. Eisenhower: 

“IT hope atomic weapons will 
continue to act as deterrents to 
war. But if attack should come, 
the steckpile we have prepared 
a assure “ai country and 

Se, agmaere capacity to 
answer with overwhelming 
power.” 

Appointed by Truman. 

Smyth, 56 years old, the only 
current member of the five-man 
AEC with a scientific back- 
ground, has sérved since Presi- 
dent Truman appointed him May 
31, 1949, to a term expiring June 
30, 1956. 

He plans to return to Prince- 
ton University, where he was 
chairman of the physics depart- 
ment and on the faculty from 
1924 to 1949. 

Smyth's letter to the Presi- 
dent made no mention of his 
dissent in the case of Oppen- 
heimer, who was ruled a secur- 
ity risk by the other four AEC 
members. Nor did Smyth say 
anything about differences with 
Lewis L. Strauss, commission 
chairman. 

In a minority report on the 
Oppenheimer case, Smyth said 


heimer’s loyalty, a point on 
which the other members agreed 
with him. 

In July before the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Commit- 
tee, Smyth testified he felt there 
was an air of tension on the 
commission under Chairman 
Strauss. He joined other Tru- 
man-appointed commissioners in 
opposing a move to give Strauss 
legal position as the .AEC’s 
principal officer. The move 
lost and the members retain 
equal authority on.policy mat- 
ters. . 

Eisenhower Letter. 

In accepting Smyth’s resigna- 
tion, Mr. Eisenhower wrote him 
expressing “my warm regard 
and best wishes” and said: 

“I am sincerely grateful for 
all that you have done in the 
service of your Government. 

“In that service you have 
every reason for pride and per- 
sonal satisfaction. You have ad- 
vanced the security, of the na- 
tion; you. have contributed to 
development of a new source of 
power of epochal significance 
to the future of mankind. .. .” 

Smyth’s letter to the Presi- 
dent disclosed he told Strauss 
last Bebruary he intended to quit 
the ‘commission in the fall and 
had talked over the matter with 
Mr. Eisenhower. 

He wrote Mr. Eisenhower that

In a state-wide contest for the 
Republican nomination for Sec- 
retary of State, the pro-Mc- 
Carthy state G.O.P. machine had 
tried to dump the incumbent, 
Fred R. Zimmerman, a 74-year- 
old Republican who has been 
outspokenly critical of Mc- 
Carthy, Their candidate was 
Miss Joyce Larkin of Milwaukee, 
an ardent McCarthyite. 

The organization spent large 
sums on Miss Larkin’s campaign, 
with extensive advertising and 
a stump tour of the state. Zim- 
merman, who has served 10 
terms and is ailing, made no 
campaign at all.

000, on the basis of incomplete 
returns. 

McCarthy was the main issue 
in Milwaukee’s Fourth Congres- 
sional District. race for the 
G.O.P. nomination.

PARIS, Sept. 15 (AP)—British

Eden expressed confidence in 
a statement that he and French 
Premier Mendes-France, who 
met him on his arrival at Le 
Bourget airfield, will find a so- 
lution to the problems of Euro- 
pean defense they are facing. 
Those problems were raised by 
the death of the European De- 
fense Community treaty last 
month at the hands of French 
National Assembly. 

In his statement, Eden re- 
called that he and Mendes-

Eden chatted, with Mendes- 
France as they walked from the 
airport station to their cars. 

The Foreign Secretary headed 
first to the British Embassy and 


the French Foreign Ministry to 
begin his talks with Mendes- 
France. 

A dispatch from Strasbourg, 
where the European Assembly 
is meeting, said Mendes-France 
is expected to define the French 
position on European defense 
before that body Friday. 

Since his departure from Lon- 
don Saturday, Eden has won 
quick and hopeful support for 
his plan from the leaders of 
West Germany, Italy and the 
Benelux nations — Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. 

As a replacement for EDC's 
one-uniform, - six-nation Euro- 
pean army, the British propose 
to link a rearmed West Germany 
and Italy to the Brussels mutual 
defense pagt signed in 1948 by 
Britain, France and the three

One of the three, National 
Broadcasting Co. correspondent 
Richard Applegate, 37 years old, 
of Medford, Ore., told a press 
conference that after months of 
solitary confinement in a Can- 
ton jail and long hours of ques- 
tioning, he had subscribed to 
statements that the Americans 
waged germ warfare in Korea.

“I thought they either would 
leave me in that prison until I 
rotted or that they would kill 
me,” he said.

The Reds released Applegate, 
International News Service cor- 
respondent Donald Dixon, 25, of 
New York, and merchant mar- 
iner Benjamin Krasner at the 
Lowu border bridge. A United 
States consulate automobile took 
them the 40 miles to the Penin- 
sula Hotel at Kowloon, on the 
mainland across from_ Hong 
Kong. 

Applegate gave this account 
of his grilling about the alleged 
germ warfare in Korea, which 
he said began after the Reds 
found out he had been a war 
correspondent in Korea: 

The first time he was ques- 
tioned, he got angry and shouted 
back, “That’s a lie. There were 
no germs dropped in Korea.” 

The Communist interrogator 
pounded the desk and yelled, 
“You lie! You lie! If you don't 
tell the truth, we'll kill you. Go 
back to your cell and think 
awhile.” 

After long hours, Applegate 
continued, he began to confess 
to the germ warfare but the 
Reds quickly challenged: “You 
lie. Your confession is different 
from the American flyers.”

VERMONT G.O.P. 
SELECTS WOMAN 
FOR LT. GOVERNOR 


MONTPELIER, Vt., Sept. 15 
(AP)-— Mrs. Consuelo Northrop 
Bailey, who as a young state's 
attorney prosecuted hundreds 
of bootlegging cases including 
one involving murder in the late 
1920s, was practically assured to- 
day of being the first woman 
elected lieutenant governor in 
the United States. 


A life-long Republican, Mrs. 
Bailey, 54 years old, defeated 
Attorney General F. Elliott Bar- 
ber and State Grange Master and 
former Gov.

THOMAS P. HERMANN SANITY 
HEARING REQUEST DISMISSED 


An information seeking 4a 
sanity hearing for Thomas P. 
Hermann, a former mental pa- 
tient who is charged with the 
murder of Dr. Cecil A. Z. Sharp, 
was dismissed in probate court 
at Clayton today by Judge 
Walter F. Stahlhuth. 

The hearing was sought by 
Police Lt. Walter Haller of 
Ladue. The judge held that an 
order of Dec. 20, 1950, in which 
Hermann was adjudged to be 
of unsound mind, is in effect 
although Hermann. was pargled 
from a mental institution in 
April 1951. He said any further 
inquiry as to his present condi- 
tion should be in circuit court, 
where he faces the murder 
charge. 

Dr. Sharp, a former county 
health commissioner, was shot 
to death at his Ladue home 
June 29. Hermann has been in 
the county jail since Aug. 19.

Sun Never Sets. 

While 
Spitzbergen, the sun shone 24 
hours a day, causing the visitors 
to lose all track of time. 

Miss Wallace shot a bear at 
11 o'clock at night. The target 
was a difficult one since the 57- 
foot ketch carrying the visitors 
was bobbing like a cork in rough 
seas and so was the ice floe on 
which the bear was standing. 

Wallace said that shooting of 
polar bears usually requires 
little skill. A member of the 
crew sits in the crow’s nest, 
scanning the sea with binocu- 
lars. When a bear is spotted 
swimming in the icy waters, the 
watcher cries “Isbjon” (Nor- 
wegian for “ice bear”), and the 
hunters grab their guns. 

“Polar bears generally are 


shot in the water as they float 
after being killed,” Wallace ex- 
plained. “With seals it is dif- 
ferent. They sink like a rock, 
and there is some trick to get- 
ting one that doesn’t slip into 
the water and disappear after 
being shot.” | 

The Wallaces, who made the 
polar-bear hunt a wind-up to a 
European trip, were much im- 
pressed with difficulties en- 
countered in finding polar bears, 
if not with the actual taking of 


them. 
Rough Ocean Trip. 

After visiting Oslo, they went 
by plane to Tromso, on Norway’s 
northern tip, and then by ship 
through 400 miles of rough, ice- 
filled sea to Spitsbergen. The 
water journey required three 
days and two nights. 

The ketch to which | they 
transferred for the hunt was 
constantly dodging dangerous 
ice floes or trying to squeeze 
between them.

» was the Republican 
speaker, while Gov. Frank G. 
Clement of Tennessee addressed 
the Democrats. 

Cain told members of the 
newly . organized Republican 
~ committee. and party nomi- 

attending the meeting in 
th ‘hall of the House that, if the 
Democrats obtain control of 
either or both houses of Con- 
gress in the Nov. 2 general elec- 
tion, “it will be politics as usual 
for the next two years.” 

The Way of Politics. 

They like and respect Presi- 
dent Eisenhower as an indi- 
vidual, but they would be out 
to get him in order to regain 
control of the Administration in 
1956; such is the way with poli- 
tics despite the world-wide 
threat of Communist tyranny,” 
he said. 

“The crucial fact of our time 
—which former President Tru- 
man did not realize—is that the 
struggle for Communist control 
of the world has been joined.” 

Recalling that the former 
President -had referred to the 
present Republican national ad- 
ministration as a “wrecking 
Cain praised the Eighty. 


Communists “are not long 

“The Republican Congress 
the past 21 months moved with 
relentless force against the 
Communists at home,” he said. 


| “William Z. Foster, leader of 
ithe Communist. Party, U.5S.A., 


testified publicly that, if our 
present laws are enforced, his 
party would be forced to end its 
life. 

Worthwhile Wrecking.’ 

“Talk about a wrecking crew 
—that’s some of the most worth- 
while wrecking that has been 
done in our nation’s history.” 

Cain asserted that, since the 
people turned to President Eisen- 
hower “to lead them in this time 
of peril,’ the Republican Admin- 
istration has done’a number of 
worthwhile things. 

“We have halted the growth 
and expansion of bureaucracy,” 
he said. “Graft and corrup- 
tion in office have been largely 
swept away; the budget, while 
not balanced, is lower than it 
has been in years; some seven 
billion dollars in tax reductions 
have been effected and the tax 
structure so revised as to give 
incentive and encouragement to 
productive capacity and a fuller 
opportunity to every wage earn- 
er; the Government has removed 
itself from many businesses, be- 
lieving it should not partici- 
pate in them if they can be 
better handled by private in- 
terests.” 

Speaking on the subject of 
national defense, Cain said the 
Administration “has given you 
more fire power for your money 
than ever before, and let no 
one tell you differently.” 

Clement’s Criticisms. 

While Cain was praising his 
party’s actions under President 
Eisenhower, Gov. Clement, 
speaking to the Democrats gath- 
ered in the Senate chamber 
across the rotunda in the State 
Capitol building, was criticizing 
them. 

Clement charged the Republi- 
can Administration with having 
“sandtrapped” the farmer, with. 
having “hooked” the citizens and 
with having “sliced the profits 
of the small business man while 
they cut the taxes of his largest 
competitors.” 

He criticized the present Ad- 
ministration’s handling of the 
foreign trade program, public 
power, the agricultural program 
and national defense, He said 
the Administation’s reduction of 
the defense budget “is a com- 
plete contradiction of its own 
appraisal of the world situation.”

Location of Islands. 


Like Formosa, the Pescadores 
can be protected without great 
difficulty by the fleet. The other 
islands are Big and Little Que- 
moy and Big and Little Tan in 
Amoy harbor, southwest of For- 
mosa, and Matsu and Tachen 
is'ands to the northwest. 


Big and Little Tan are tiny 
islands very near the Amoy 
shore and are of no importance. 
Big and Little Quemoy are in 
outer Amoy harbor. Little Que- 
moy is between Big Quemoy and 
Amoy island with 3000 yards of 
water between and about 2000 
yards of water between Little 
Quemoy and Amoy. 


Little Quemoy obviously could 
be plastered with short-range 
artillery from Amoy and be 
made untenable. Its area is only 
about four square miles. Big 
Guemoy is within artillery range 
from the mainland and from 
Amoy on three sides. It is about 
10,00 yards from Amoy, 14,000 
yards from the mainland to the 
south and 7000 yards from the 
Mainland to the north. 


This places the entire island 
within Red artillery range. Big 
Quemoy is of value as a forward 
radar station although there are 
no Red aircraft in the vicinity 
now. The radar would be able 
to observe every Red plane take 
off and.land on nearby airports 
and thus could provide early 
warning of an attack on For- 
mosa from this direction. 


The island also is of value for 
covert operations against the 
mainland since agents can be| 
landed at night at points half 


an hour's distance from Que- 


moy. The raadstead to the 
southwest is also useful for 
naval operations in the blockade 
established by the Nationalist 
forces. 


Matsu is a tiny island of neg- 
ligible importance to either side. 
It has a small garrisaqn. Its value 
is also to provide a roadstead 
for naval patrols. 


Tachen 14 Miles Offshore. 


Tachen island to the north- 
west is 14 miles off the main- 
land coast. It is small, bounded 
by rugged. cliffs, and would be 
a tough nut to crack. It is heav- 
ily garrisoned and would be 
strongly defended. It is too 
small for an airdrome, but has 
a radar station which picks up 
every plane fanding and taking 
off on the mainland airdromes 
opposite. 

Tachen, therefore, also can 
give advance radar warning of

mosa. Big Quemoy and Tachen 
obviously help the defense of 
Formosa. Military opinion, 
however, does not consider them 
vital to its defense. Radar on 
Formosa can see across the For- 
mosa straits and furnish suffi- 
cient warning of air attack. 
Covert operations against the 
mainland can be carried out 
without having a takeoff point 
as close as Quemoy. 

The idea that Quemoy must 
be held as a stepping stone to 
the mainland has been put for- 
ward by some columnists. This 
idea is not tenable militarily. 
The entire surface of Quemoy is 
subject to Red artillery fire. So 
are the roadsteads. 
lery without aviation would be 
able to make it impossible to 
build wp an invading force on 
Quemoy and keep it supplied. 

Quemoy would be useful to 
support an invasion until the 
beachhead had been enlarged 
and moved well inland but it 
could not be the stepping off 
point for a major effort. 

Knowland’s Argument. 


The psychological argument 
put forward by Senators Wil- 
liam ‘KKnowland and H. Alexan- 
der Smith has a great deal of 
merit to most of Asia.’ The mili- 
tary unimportance of the islands 
is not apparent. If they were 
taken by the Reds it would be 
considered generally as a major 
defeat for Nationalist China and 
the United States. 


The Nationalists have put 
large garrisons on Big Quemoy 
and Tachen and will fight to the 
last to hold them asa matter 
of pride and prestige. Their 
loss would be a severe blow to 
morale. 


About four years ago Hainan 
island was evacuated just ahead 
of a Red attack, as were the 
Chusan islands to the north. 
Both of these were more im- 
portant militarily than are the 
islands remaining. This was 
done on the advice of Adm. 
Cook, U. S. Navy, Retired, the 


chief of a private advisory group 


in Formosa’at that time. 


The Nationalist forces were 
scattered among Hainan, For- 
mosa and the Chusan islands 
and it was necessary to concen- 
trate them for the defense of 
Formosa or lose everything. Na- 
tionalist morale survived the ef- 
fect of these losses but United 
States support was not then in- 

volved. 


There can be no question but 
that the intangible psychological 
effect on Western and Nation- 
alist prestige is a more impor- 
tant element in this decision 
than the military questions but 
this effect must be set off against 
the consequences of an effort 
by the United States to protect 
the islands. 


Quemoy in particular could be 
protected only by massive air 
strikes against the mainland 
perimeter which surrounds it. 
This would be an act of war. 
It is true that at the present 
time retaliation by the Red Chi- 
nese could not extend beyond 
our bases on Okinawa and Japan 
or the fleet. This issue does 
not have to be met now but it 
will have to be sooner or later. 


The fundamental decision to 
be made seems to be: are we 
willing to risk war with Com- 
munist China to preserve Na- 
tionalist morale and Western 
prestige in Asia?

The letter follows: 
“Executive Office of the

“My dear—(name of cabinet 
officer): 

“The budget results for the

days before this Administration 
took office.

To this end, your per- 
sonal direction and reviqy of the 
preparation of your department’s 
1956 budget submission are re- 
quested. That submission should 
be made to the Bureau of the 
Budget by Sept. 15. 

“To assist you in the prepara- 
tion of your fiscal year 1956 
budget, the President has estab- 
lished the policies and assump- 
tions set forth in the attachment. 
This letter and the attachment 
are for the guidance of your de- 
partment in preparing its es- 
timates for 1956 and are not to 
be released outside of the de- 
partment. 

“To aid you further in pre- 
paring your 1956 budget, the 
President has approved the 
ceiling set forth below as the 
maximum amount, consistent 
with the President’s over-all 
budgetary objectives, upon which 
your budgetary plans for 1956 
may be based. (Inserted is a 
paragraph on the new obliga- 
tory ceiling—a different para- 
graph to each Cabinet officer 
and this paragraph, which would 
identify the name of the Cabi- 
net officer from which this came, 
is therefore omitted). 

“Your budget for 1956 should 
cover the complete require- 
ments of your department for 
the year. Estimates for supple-

To Share the Load 


Two weeks from Thursday St. Louis will vote 
on a charter amendment which is of more than 
ordinary importance to the city’s finances and to 
the peace of mind of its inhabitants, —~ 

This is the amendment which would authorize 
the Board of Aldermen to adopt the earnings tax 
permanently. This is a major home rule measure. 
It would end the frustrating and demeaning bi- 
ennial appeals to a capricious Legislature for 
permission to raise taxes in the community for 
the community's needs. 


Instead of keeping the city’s income under a 
never-passing cloud of uncertainty, adoption of 
the amendment would give St. Louis a solid fis- 
cal standing and would allow planning for the 
future without crossed fingers. 

By itself, adoption of the charter amendment 

will not continue the tax. That will be up to the 
Aldermen and their constituents. But the amend- 
ment would put a ceiling of one-half of one per 
cent on the tax, and it would allow exemptions 
should there arise a desire to revise the tax. 
- There are many arguments in favor of this 
levy, and most of us have heard them over and 
over again—largely because of the repeated ap- 
peals to Jefferson City. There is one point in its 
favor, however, which deserves to be repeated: 
Thig is the fact that, unlike almost all other 
municipal taxes, this levy recognizes the true na- 
ture of the community. It recognizes the fact that 
St. Louis does not really end a few steps west 
of Skinker boulevard. 

Residents of all parts of St. Louis county as 
well as of other adjacent areas come into the 
city every day to earn their livelihoods just as 
they come to enjoy its parks, museums and 
other recreational and educational facilities. No 
doubt, the ideal arrangement would be to bring 
all members of a true community under a com- 
munity-wide government. 

But since nobody has yet found a quick way of 
achieving the ideal, this tax provides at least a 
measure of. equity. It requires a contribution, 
albeit small, toward the cost of city facilities 
from all who use them to earn a living, instead 
of from merely those who live within the arbi- 
trary city limits. 

The alternative to the earnings tax is an in- 
crease in city taxes or a decrease in city serv- 
ices—perhaps some of each. Not only the city 
administration, but also business, labor and all 
manner of organizations have indorsed the 
amendment. 

Many county leaders are in favor of the tax 
since they realize that the welfare of the suburbs 
is dependent, in the.end, on the welfare of the 
city. We hope that by now St. Louis voters can- 
not be fooled about the earnings tax. It is the 
one levy under which neighbors share their load. 

What will be decided Thursday, Sept. 30, 
is whether the levying of this tax shall be de- 
cided here at home or whether there will have to 
be repeated importunities in Jefferson City— 
with St. Louis never really knowing how it stands 
financially. It is time to end that progress-block- 
ing uncertainty.

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Traveling on the Ruble 


The high price of consumer goods in the Soviet 
Union, coupled with the high official exchange 
rate for the ruble, leads to some consequences 
that can best be described as weird. Clifton Dan- 
lel of The New York Times tells of traveling in 
Russia at the rate of four rubles to the dollar. 

His rail fare for a trip the same distance as 
from St. Louis to New York, including sleeper 
and meals, was $195. A large chocolate bar in 
the dining car cost $4, a bottle of good beer 
nearly $1.50, and the standard fee paid to a 
Soviet equivalent of a red-cap for carrying three 
pieces of luggage into the station was $7.50. 

At those rates, it might be expected that the 
producers of large chocolate bars, beer, red-cap 
service, etc., would be rolling in luxury—but not 
after it is learned that the average Soviet worker 
earns about 700 rubles a month. 


A large chocolate bar, accordingly, would cost 
him two thirds of a day's pay, and he would 
have to spend more than a month’s income to 
travel by train as far as from St. Louis to New 
York. Just getting his luggage carried to the 
train would cost him one and a quarter days’ pay. 
- And—probably strangest of all from the van- 
tage point of St. Louis—as much for a bottle of 
beer as for two seats in the bleachers!

Questions About Quemoy 
The military analyst of the Post-Dispatch has 
taken a personal look at Quemoy island and 
come to a flat conclusion. 
Quemoy and other Chinese coastal islands 
held by the Nationalists, says Brig. Gen. Thomas 
R. Phillips (ret.), have no military importance 


whatsoever. They are not necessary to the de-: 


fense of Formosa, and neither are they a signifi- 
cant threat to the China mainland. They have 
no value in connection with shipping. Quemoy 
is just a piece of “unimportant real estate which 
is not worth the cost of the United States con- 
tribution to its defense.” ie 

If this judgment is correct—and we know of 
nothing to contradict it—then why has Secretary 
Dulles allowed the possession of Quemoy to be- 
come a major issue, and why has the Department 
of Defense poured so much expensive war equip- 
ment into Quemoy, and why has ‘“‘full logistic 
support” been promised to the Nationalist forces 
defending it, as reported by the New York 
Herald Tribune? 

Senator Knowland, according to Gen. Phillips, 
has been arguing for defense of the coastal is- 
lands for “psychological reasons.” Whose. psy- 
chology? ; 

If Senator Knowland is of the psy- 
chology of the Chinese Co he should 
remind himself that a regime that could not be 
bluffed at the Yalu is unlikely to be. Bluffed in 
Amoy harbor. If he is thinking of the psychology 
_of the Indians, the Indonesians, the Burmese, and 
other Asian peoples, he should remind himself 
that these people have never even supported 
American aid to Formosa, let alone aid to worth- 
less islands off the China coast, and they are 
therefore more likely to be alienated than im- 
pressed by American military activity so close 
‘to. the mainland. 

That leaves to be considered the psychology 
ef Chiang Kai-shek and the psychology of Sena- 
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tor Knowland. We do not doubt that both of 
those personages get a certain amount of ‘satis- 
faction out of the shooting around Quemoy. But 
is that worth the great expense and above all the 
great risk involved in toying with the gunpowder 
of.an Asian war? 


Already Claiming a Foul 

The Watkins committee closes its public hear- 
ings on the censure charges against Senator Mc- 
Carthy with a tidy bank account of -public confi- 
dence to its credit. 

By his conduct of the hearings, Senator Wat- 
king has given the country the best possible as- 
surance that his committee's report will be issued 
promptly, and that it will be a fair and judicious 
assessment of the facts as the members of the 
committee see them. 


That report will be no more infallible than’ 


The committee properly has paid this comical 
suggestion no more heed than McCarthy would 
have paid a proposal that Roy Cohn depart for 
the Stork Club when the time came to write a 
lurid McCarthy committee report. 

McCarthy has cause for concern. His defense 
has been weak. To the charges of verbal abuse 
of other Senators and of Gen. Zwicker he has 
pleaded provocation and truth; but, especially 
in the case of Gen. Zwicker, the evidence 
tends to support the victims rather than the 
Senator. 

Did he stand in contempt of the Senate for 
refusing to answer questions of one of its com- 
mittees? The committee was illegal, says Mc- 
Carthy. Did he incite Government employes to 


‘ violate their oaths by bringing him secret data? 


McCarthy enters a weak denial of facts which 
thousands of TV viewers saw and heard for 
themselves. Did he receive and use a classified 
document? McCarthy claims itevasn't secret. But 
the Attorney General says it was. 


McCarthy and his attorney have made much 
of Senator Watkins’s refusal to permit the record 
to be cluttered up with reams of testimony about 
the alleged sins of other Senators. The chairman 
was quite right. For once, McCarthy’s favorite 
tactics of diversion did not work. This was, as 
Senater Watkins in his old-fashioned way in- 
sisted, a proceeding about McCarthy, and not 
about 95 other Senators. If this ruling destroyed 
the “heart and soul” of McCarthy’s defense, his 
defense was badly prepared. 
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A Given Name for a Hurricane 

Who would ever have thought that women 
would object to having hurricanes given women’s 
names? We'd have thought, offhand, that they 
would have felt flattered. It doesn’t take much 
of a woman to be as gentle as a spring zephyr. 
There are, poor souls, some women without much 
more force than the air that comes out of a toy 
balloon when it is stuck with a pin—but we 
draw the mantle of charity, propelling it shut 
with the spear of gallantry. A rare woman here 
and there will deserve comparison with a March 
wind. 


But a woman with the magnificence and irre- 
sistibility of a hurricane! That would be some- 
thing to stay up late waiting for. If the women- 
folks object to being considered any more than 
little puffs, or eddies, or squists, let’em name the 
big winds after the menfolks. There’s not a man 
we know who would object to the naming of a 
Hurricane Henry—and a lot of Henrys would be 
generous enough to admit that it was no more 
than they deserved. 
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Russian Eyes on Indonesia 
The two big Communist nations, Soviet Rus- 
sia and Red China, know the value of pushing 
ahead as long as they ean maintain momentum. 
With the West still unsteady from ‘the blow it 
was dealt in Indochina, the Kremlin is turning 


its attention to Indonesia, an immensely wealthy . 


group of islands about the size of the United 
States and inhabited by 80,000,000 natives strug- 
gling to keep their newly launched democracy 
from capsizing. 

Moscow: has notified Indonesia that it will re- 
quire 40 buildings in Jakarta to house an amaz- 
ing embassy staff of 30 to 60 persons that it is 
sending. Dimitri Zhukov, who will be the first 
Soviet envoy to Indonesia, is now en route by 
ship from Italy, Moscow reports. 

Zainul Arifin, second deputy premier of Indo- 
nesia, has objections. He says that Russia and 
Indonesia agreed that the size of Their embassy 
staffs would be based on reciprocity. The Indo- 
nesian staff in Moscow numbers seven. So Zainul 
Arifin says he is going to investigate and “take 
necessary steps.” 

Zainul Arifin is well advised. In Australia, 
Canada and other places where the Soviets have 
opened consulates and embassies they have 
packed them with large staffs and set up espio- 
nage rings. No doubt they would like to do the 
same thing in Indonesia.

Missouri Plans for Integration 


Some 63,000 Negro children in public schools, or about 9 per 
cent of total; St. Louis and Kansas City, with two thirds sof 
them, will change over by stages; St. Charles ends segrega- 
tion in elementary grades; Mexico, St; Joe, Neosho make plans. 


From Southern School News, a New Reporting Service 


Missouri is educating in its public 
schools some 63,000 Negro pupils, slight- 
ly more than 9 per cent of all pupils. 
The problem of conforming to the 
United States Supreme Court decision 
outlawing segregation is, however, con- 
centrated in a relatively few areas. — 


St. Louis with 32,870 Negro pupils 
(approximately 33 per cent of the city’s 
school enrollment) and Kansas City 
with 10,357 (a ratio of 16 per cent) be- 
tween them account for two thirds of 
the state’s Negro school population. 


St. Louis county adds 3500 more, six 
Cotton Belt countries in the southeast 
corner of the state 8800, and six smaller 
cities 2300. Apart from these areas, the 
entire balance of the state counts only 
5300 Negro pupils. Forty per cent of the 
counties have none at all. 

State policy with respect to segrega- 
tion is presently defined by a ruling is- 
sued July 1 by Attorney General John 
M. Dalton. He held that the Supreme 
Court decision had immediately voided 
all state constitutional and statutory re- 
quirements for segregation. Therefore 
local districts could integrate at once if 
they so chose. They could not, however, 
be required to do so, the Attorney Gen- 
eral held, and the state could take no 
positive action, until the Supreme 
Court’s ruling has been made final fol- 
lowing hearings this fall. Mr. Dalton an- 
nounced his intention to file a brief with 
pl court suggesting procedure for Mis- 
souri. 


University Now Open to All 


Curators of the University of Missouri 
announced that hereafter qualified ap- 
plicants would be admitted without re- 
gard to race in all the undergraduate 
divisions, including the engineering and 
mining school at Rolla. Graduate schools 
of the University had been open to 
Negroes since 1950. 

The university has an enrollment of 
8000. It is too early te «ay how many 
Negroes may apply or be admitted this 
year. 

Two of the state's five teachers’ col- 
leges, at Warrensburg in the central 
section and Springfield in the south- 
west, have announced that no racial re- 
strictions will be applied this year. 

Lincoln University, the state-support- 
ed institution for Negroes at Jefferson 
City, 32. miles from the University of 
Missouri at Columbia, with an average 
enrollment of 800, has announced that 
its law school in St. Louis will not be 
closed until after the 1954-55 school 
year, though the school last year had 
only 18 students. 

Lincoln University proper, 88 years 
old, announced that it will open its doors 
to white students this fall—a gesture 
‘and little more. The final decision on 
whether Lincoln University survives will 
rest with the General Assembly. 


Action in St, Louis County 


At the’ high school and elementary 
school level, St. Louis and Kansas City 
have adopted similar plans‘for a stage- 
by-stage transition to an integrated sys- 


Pe schoel. system, one 
egro. 

The second stage will begin next Feb. 
1, with the second semester 


of the 


new districts for the elementary schools 
are to be made public next Feb. 1. 

In St. Louis county, more than a 
third of the Negro pupils are concen- 
trated in the Negro community of Kin- 
loch and presumably will continue to at- 
tend that community’s schools. Webster 
Groves, which has the second largest 
group of Negro pupils (710), had not 
taken action on integration. 

The Clayton school board, with only 
19 Negro pupils in a total enrollment 
of 2220, voted to close its Negro elemen- 
tary school and to distribute its enroll- 
ment among the other schools. Kirk- 
wood, with 447 Negro pupils, decided to 
integrate the elementary schools at once 
and the junior and senior high schools 
next January. A new building is sched- 
uled to be completed this year. 


Civil War Capital Ends Segregation 


Missouri’s “South,” insofar as public 
schools are concerned, comprises six 
counties inthe “bootheel” and adjoining 
areas of southeast Missouri. Some 8800 
Negro pupils attend public schools in 
these six counties. 

Six cities in other sections of the 
state account for 2300 additional Negro 
pupils, with relatively low concentra- 
tions in each case. 

Mexico’s Board of Education voted 
unanimously to end segregation this fall 
in the three top grades of the high 
schools. 

St. Joseph abolished segregation in 
the summer sessions of its elementary 
and high schools, and the junior college. 

Hannibal! announced segregation would 
be retained for the current year because 
of overcrowding and because contracts 
with the 14 Negro teachers in the Negro 
elementary and high school had already 
been signed. 

At Neosho, the Civil War capital of 
Confederate Missouri, the school board 
voted to close its Lincoln school this 
fall and to absorb at once 22 Negroes 
nates parte grades and three in high 
school. 


In the North-Central Area 


A large consolidated district at Clarks- 
ville, a few miles down the Mississippi 
from Hannibal, announced the end of 
segregation in both high schools and 
elementary schools with the start of the 
new term. 

Louisiana is continuing to operate its 
segregation for its own students this 
year. 

In the north ‘central section, two 
towns which had been sending Negroes 
to a separate high school at Moberly 
decided to keep them home this year. 
They are Macon and Madison. 

Fulton will end high school segrega- 
tion this fall but will retain its Negro 
elementary schol for another year. 

‘St. Charles decided to end segrega- 
tion this fall in the elementary schools, 
while postponing the junior and senior 
high school adjustment until September 
1955, when a new junior high school 
building will be completed.

Between Book Ends 


Devices of a Satirist 


THE MASKS OF JONATHAN SWIFT, by Williem 8. 
at Jr. (Harvard University Press, 197 pes., 


The Irish patriot who proposed to 
solve the potato famine by fricasseeing 
the children whom Ireland produced in 
abundance was the same person who, as 
a priest of the Anglican church, wrote 
that true Christianity would be the ruin- 
ation of England. He was Jonathan 
Swift, Dean of St. Patrick's in Dublin, 
and one of the most fascinating puzzies 
of literary history. The latest of hun- 
dreds of critical attempts to unriddle 
him comes under the title “The Masks 
of Jonathan Swift. 

Ewald’s is a good workmanlike job 
covering all the invented “personae” be- 

; hind the 
which Swift § as- 
sumed for his pow- 
erful and disturb- 
ing ironies as well 
as for his most 
, hilarious jokes. The 
® most familiar masks 
w, are those of Bicker- 
staff and Gulliver. 

The book begins 
by Ewald’s asking 
whether the “per- 
sonae” of Swift are 
like Ezra Pound’s 
“Personae,” or like 
Housman's “Shrop- 
shire Lad,” or Eli- 
ot’s “Gerontion,” or like the disguises 
which caused Stendhal to use 171 pseu- 
donyms and to leave 32 wills. But it 
soon becomes clear to Ewald and to the 
reader that Swift is cleared of any pe- 
culiar psychological compulsions to be 
someone else, and the account of the 
“personae” moves steadily forward to 
trace each invention from the “author” 
of the “Tale of a Tub,” through Bicker- 
staff, Drapier, Gulliver, and others, to 
Simon Wagstaff. 

Swift well knew the literary potential- 
ities of the mask, as others before and 
after him understood them, but there 
is, says Ewald, “a crucial difference be- 
tween Swift and these other writers: 
for him the mask became primarily a 
tool of irony. In brilliantly making this 
combination, Swift stands alone in Eng- 
lish literature.” 

For St. Louis readers it may be added 
that Ewald is the son of William B. 
Ewald, 541 South Clay, Kirkwood, and 
that he taught for a brief period at 
Washington University. He is now an 
instructor at Harvard.

Trading Selective and Many 
Key Issues Recover and 
Close Up. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15 (AP)— 
The stock market declined 
moderately today. But trading 
was selective and many key is- 
sues managed to recover from a 
mid-afternoon flurry of profit 
taking and close higher. 

Aircrafts, oils, steels, motion 
pictures and building material 
producers tipped the scales 
downward with losses extending 
to two points. Utilities and rail-

RETURNS FOR 1953 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP) 
—Taxpayers filing their returns 


for last year made _ errors 
amounting to $57,185,430 — a 
fifth of it in the Government's 


favor, Revenue Commissioner T. 
Coleman Andrews said yester- 
day. 

But, Andrews said, errors on 
returns filed this spring were 
fewtr than a year before. He 
said that out of 33,800,000 re- 
turns on which the revenue serv- 
ice has. run a mathematical 
check, 750,570 errors were found. 


A year before, 888,880 errors! 


were found in the same number 


of returns. 
Andrews said the errors were 


not confined to any particular 
class of taxpayers and “were all 
matters of simple arithmetic.” 
He said he thought the smaller 
number of errors this year in- 
dicated taxpayers were prepar- 
ing their returns with greater 
care and accuracy. j 
Discovery of the trrors was 
worth $35,107,882 to the Gov- 


ence between the $46,146,656 of 
errors taxpayers made in their 
own favor, and others amount- 
ing to $11,038,774 in favor of 


the Government, which made 
rebates to the over-generous 
taxpayers.

deaths occurred within a 10-mile 
radius, Deer Biologist George 
Dellinger of Willow Springs and 
Conservation Agent Jess Tartar 
have in ted the deaths and 
are of the opinian that the mor- 
tality was caused from plant 
poisoning. 

This poisoning is an indirect 
result of the prolonged drouth 
and is present only in certain 
plants and leaves from.the wild 
plum and wild cherry. Johnson 
grass is thought to be the main 
contributing cause, although 
sorghum cane and the closely 
related species of sargo, milo 


be responsible. 

While none of these plants is 
ordinarily poisonous, they be- 
come so when in an abnormal 
wilting stage during extremely 
hot weather such as has been 
experienced in the Ozarks in 
recent weeks. A deer, on eating 
the affected plant in quantity, 
will hunt for water and will die 
almost instantly after drinking. 
Dellinger explained that the 
poisonous plant, when saturated 
with water, immediately creates 
a cyanide gas which proves fatal 
in seconds. 

Pond Algae Suspected. 

Some conservationists are of 
the opinion that the animals are 
victims of black tongue, an epi- 
demic disease, but Dellinger is 
positive in his opinion that such 
is not the case. Plant poison 
spray and stump poisoning, 
caused from the deer eating de- 
cayed stump wood with a high 
phosphorous content, also are 
ruled out as a contributing 
cause. Due to the low water in 
ponds there is an abundance of 
algae caused from high temper- 
atures and water stagnation. 
Blue-green algae were thought 
to be the cause of death of many 
swine near Ashland, in Boone 
county, last fall and there is a 
enegpen of the poisonous algae 
eing a part ot the chemical 
reaction producing the fatal gas. 

Outbreaks of deer kill in many 
sections of Missouri have oc- 
curred in recent years. Last Sep- 
tember about 100 deer were 
found dead near Warrensburg, 
fin Johftson county. It apparently 
had little effect on the herd, 
however, for about 200 deer 
were bagged during the hunting 
season. In 1952 the east-central 
area, extending from Ste. Gene- 
vieve county westward to Dent 
and Phelps counties and north 
to the tier of counties adjacent 
to the Missouri river, had an out- 
break taking a toll of some 150 
deer. In 1953 a minor occur- 
rence proved fatal to a half- 


oper or more deer in Wright | 


nty. 

Investigators Handicapped. 

Biologists have been handi- 
capped inasmuch as most of the 
carcasses have been dead for 
several hours and even days be- 
fore being discovered. If less 
than eight hours have elapsed, 
they say, a more positive fact- 
finding autopsy would be pos- 


' sible. The School of Veterinary 


Medicine and Surgery, Missouri 
University, is co-operating on all 
research work. Biologists Dean 
Murphy and Robert Dunkeson 
are doing extensive research 
work in the laboratories and 
every deer found dead, whether 
killed by an automobile or any 
other cause, is transported to 
them for examination if it can be 
accomplished in the eight-hour 
period. Extensive examination of 
the carcass is then made by 
these biologists and the findings 
are recorded. 

Dunbar (Dixie) Robb, chief 
biologist of the Missouri Conser- 
vation Commission’s mamma 
unit, thinks the coming of frost 
will end the deer deaths result- 
ing from gas poisoning. He said: 

“There is no cause whatsoever 
for alarm and our deer herd is 
in magnificent shape. The season 
extending from Nov. 3 through 
Nov. 6, longest in recent history, 
with 56 counties open, will, -in 
my opinion, bring about the 
greatest bag of these animals 
ever recorded. Soon the deer 
will forsake the leafy browse and 
concentrate on the acorn crop. 
They should be sleek and fat by 
Nov. 3 and we are well on our 
way to being one of the out- 
standing states in deer popula- 
tion. 

“There will always be a few 
isolated areas where the herd 
may be slightly upset, but our 
climate; our 16,000,000 acres of 
woodsland, and the ideal terrain 
for whitetails only mean that our 
big game hunting will become 
progressively better. In compari- 
son with some of the northern 
and western states where winter- 
kill-and starvation take a heavy 
toll, our troubles are very minor, 
indeed. es

Eating and Sleeping

HILDREN differ from each other. Obviously. Each 
(Cena. even an identical twin, has something about him 

that makes him—in some respects at least—different 
from any other child who has ever lived. 

However, each child in many ways resembles many of 
his. fellows. If you believe, as we do, that behavior is 
a function of structure and that we behave as we do largely 
because of the way we are built—then to some extent you 
will be able to classfy children by their physical build. And 
you will be able to predict, to some extent, how they will 
behave from the way they are built. 

This means that, up to a point, you can anticipate what 
kind of response they will make to any of the basic life 
situations, including such basic behaviors as eating and 
sleeping.

NOT ALL CHILDREN need an equal amount of sleep. 
The muscular mesomorph, for instance, from childhood on, 
appears to have a very low sleep requirement. He is the 
voluntary early riser. He falls asleep readily and sleeps 
deeply—but a small amount of sleep will do him nicely. 
He awakes early and does not like to remain in bed. He 
sleeps “vigorously”; tosses and thrashes about a great deal. 
He seldom dreams. He usually snores, 

The roly-poly endomorph loves sleep. He sleeps deeply, 
easily, and undisturbed. He goes to sleep easily and quickly 
and may be a glutton for sleep, He, too, snores. 

Not so with the ectomorph. His sleep habits are 
irregular and erratic. He falls asleep with difficulty, 
sleeps lightly and is easily disturbed, does not relax and 
seldom snores. But for all his difficulty in getting to 
sleep and in staying asleep, his morning waking and rising 
is also difficult. He needs more sleep than do other people 
—but is often not rested by it. He is a great dreamer. 


x * 

SIMILAR MARKED DIFFERENCES express themselves 
with regard to eating. All children do not require or desire 
equal amounts of food. Many feeding problems, for ex- 
ample, arise because we attempt to overfeed the ectomorph, 
who has little interest in food and does not need large 
quantities. Five small snacks a day may do him better than 
three big meals. His hunger is sudden and sharp, but short- 
lived—and if you refuse him a requested snack because it 
might “spoil” his dinner, his hunger may be gone by meal- 
time. The ectomorphic child has as a rule a great love of 
and a great need for proteins, and the easily digested 
carbohydrates. 

The roly-poly endomorph, on the other hand, loves to 
eat—in fact we may almost say that he lives to eat. It is 
a primary pleasure with him and he seldom refuses any 
‘food. His digestion is usually excellent—and constipation, 
colic and stomach-ache are very seldom experienced by him. 

The mesomorph, ‘though not as basically interested in 
food as the others, usually has a voracious appetite. He 
tends te wolf down vast quantities of food, especially as he 
approaches and reaches adoleseence. If he presents a 
feeding problem at all, it is simply that he eats too much. 

So—whether it be eating or sleeping or whatever aspect 
of your child’s daily life which you are directing—realize 
that you can supervise it more effectively if you under- 
stand his physical type and his basic needs.
